Kyoxvittz, Tenn., Aug. 18.—|Special]— 
It is rumored here tonight that 150 soldiers 
whipped 3.000 miners at Coal Creek today. It 
is said that twelve miners are dead and nearly 
twenty wounded. The fight began this aft- 
ernoon at 2 o’clock. Gen. Anderson with his 
little garrison is holding Coal Creek 
until the arrival of the First and Second 
Regiments with 1,000 men and the posse of

Several weeks ago he deter- 
mined, upon the advice of his friends, to visit 
Europe for a brief rest. His resignation as 
President, while not wholly unexpected, was 
a surprise to those not acquainted with the 
tribulations that beset him. 

No Reasons Are Given. 

In his resignation Mr. Baker offered no 
reason for severing his connection with 
the Board of Directors. It is known, how- 
ever, that the immense amount of work has 
told heavily on him and that he is a sufferer 
from physical ailment. His physician, as 
his friends, advised an ocean voyage. Before 
leaving the city Mr. Baker practically placed 
| his resignation in the hands of his friend, 
Director J. J. P. Odell. Mr. Odell was author- 
ized to submit the resignation whenever, in 
his opinion, such action might be deemed 
wise. Mr. Baker, upon his arrival in Europe, 
found little change in the state of his health. 
He wrote Mr. Odell a letter announcing that 
his health had not improved and that he must 
consequently resign his position as President 
of the Board of Directors. 

After Mr. Baker’s resignation had been ac- 
cepted Director Odell lost no time in nom- 
inating Mr. Higinbotham for the vacant posi- 
tion. The suggestion met with instant favor, 
and Mr. Higinbotham was without discussion 
elected to the highest office in the gift of the 
Board of Directors.

At the stockade they stopped and men 
clambered over the walls to release the con- 
victs. The fort is some distance from the 

_ stockade and higher up. The doors and en- 
trances were thrown open, and the miners 
were at last in possession. They began to 
order the convicts to leave and had them ail 
captured when Gen. Anderson assembled 
all his soldiers at the side the miners 
were on and, moving the howitzer to that side, 
began tobombard them. The miners stopped 
in the work of re the convicts and 
turned to get out of the way of the heavy fusil- 
lade of rifle bullets. Again and again their 
leaders begged them to fight, but they 
rushed down the hill to escape the 
furious onslaught of the soldiers. 
With never a halt and never 
a rally they reached the bottom of the hill, 
bearing twelve dead and more than twenty

The newspapers continued to post bulletins, 
getting news by wire from Clinton, fifteen 
miles from Coal Creek. 

About noon a committee of miners visited 
Fort Anderson and were granted an interview 
by Gen. Anderson. They again demanded of 
him the surrender of his garrison, telling him 
they had 4,000 miners to back them up in 
their demands. He replied that he was not 
there to surrender, but to fight if. needs bé, 
and if they wanted to take him they could 
come ahead, but that they would meet with a 
warm reception. 

At 3:10 o’clock a telegram was received 
from Mayor Coward of Clinton saying 
that he had information from Coal Creek to 
the effect that the “miners were storming 
Fort Anderson and the stockade. The Gat- 
ling guns are reported in action, and the sol- 
diers are holding out manfully. Several have 
been killed, and the battle is still raging.” 
The dispatch concluded by saying that the 
roar of cannon could be heard at Clinton, and 
that Mayor Coward believed that his informa- 
tion was perfectly correct,

GEN. ANDERSON CAPTURED. 


The Miners Coax Him from the Fort 
35 and Take Him Prisoner. 

Kxoxwirzn, Tenn., Aug. 18.—] Special. — 
Latest advices from Coal Creek say that Gen. 
Anderson has been captured by the miners. 
A Knoxville traveling man who arrived to- 
night says that three miners went to Camp 
Anderson under a flag of truce. Think- 
ing they had come, as they had on 
several occasions before, to hold a conference 
with him the General walked outside his lines 
and down to where the miners stood. He 
‘was immediately seized, and using him as a 
shield the miners took him down the hill. 
The men in the fort were afraid to fire when 
they at last realized what was being done for 
fear of killing their commander. He was 
taken through excited mobs of miners who 
were yelling Hang him,“ etc. Their Captain 
in conducting Gen. Anderson to a 
room in the hotel. Once there one 
| at his dead, 
_ demanding should 
surrender his garrison. Looking straight at 
the man he asked permission to say a few 
words, This permission was granted. To 
the leader he said: Tell my daughter I died 

like a soldier.“ 

Turning to the man who had placed the 
gun to his head he said:. Now, damn you, 

shoot.“ Finally Sheriff Rutherford and his 
deputies obtained possession of Gen. Ander- 
son and now have him in their possession. 

The miners are thirsting for his blood: and 
threaten to hang him before morning. 

A reporter who was under arrest by the 
miners sincethe night before last and just 
escaped says that the fighting begun at 3 
o’clock and continued without cessation ua- 
til6 o’clock. During the fight two or three of 
the leaders of the miners were captured 
by Gen. Anderson’s troops. 4 truce 
Was raised and the miners told 
Anderson if he would surrender their 
leaders they would allow him to return 
to his fort. He took the men and went down 
among the mob. When out of range of the 
guns he was captured and not aJlowed to re- 
turn. The leader of the mob is the notorious 
Budd Lindsay, brother of the United States 
Attorney for that district, who has murdered 
sight or ten in his time. It was Lindsay who 
put the pistol to Anderson’s head and told 

him he must order his men to surrender or he 
would shoot. : 

_ A report came tonight that Gen, Anderson 
has been removed from the hotel and that he 
will be killed. If this proves true the ven- 
geance of the people will be awful. Public 
Bympathy is now entirely against the miners.

Telegrams were sent by’many of the best citi- 
zens of Knoxville to leading residents of other 
counties calling upon them to join their 
Sheriff’s posse and come to the assistance of 
Coal Creek and Gen. Anderson. 

At 3:20 o’clock seventy-five soldiers under 
command of the brave Col. Wolford, who, 
it is said, was afraid to take his troops out of 
Harriman Tuesday night and the brave 
Maj. Chandler. who, it is claimed, deserted his 
men and fled from Oliver Springs to Harriman 

‘after his surrender of the stockade at that 
point, left the armory and proceeded to the 
depot at double-quick time. Not five min- 
utes later the Sheriff’s posse marched through 
Gay street 200 strong. The Sherilf’s posse 
was divided into into three companies. First 
marched the one under command of Gea. D. 
D. Anderson, Clerk of the Supreme Court, 
who made a reputation under the stars and 
bars in the sixties. The second command was 
commanded by Maj. D. A. Carpenter, Presi- 
dent of the Knoxville Fire Insurance com- 
pany and Major in the Federal army. 


United for the Struggle. 

Fully three-fourths of the men are veterans 
of the late war, to whom the carrying of a gun 
and the knowledge of using it are not new 
things. Those who had worn the blue marched 
side by side with their brothers who had worn 
the gray. It was the first time they had joiued 
in arms to put down an _ insurrection. 
A halt was called before each hardware store, 
and at each place all the cartridges available 
were taken. 

The railroad yards were reached at 3:45 
o’clock, and there a special train was in wait- 
ing for the men. Five coaches were quickly 
filled by soldiers and citizens under arms, and 
they started. 

After seemg his first detachment off, Sheriff 
Holloway returned to the city and again be- 
gan the work of summoning another posse of 
citizens. In the meantima another dispatch 
had been received from Mayor Coward of 
Clinton stating that fighting was still goingon, 
but that Fort Anderson had not fallen. He 
concluded by saying: For God's sake send 
reinforcements. He was today informed by 
telegraph that nearly 300 men were on the way 
and would reach the scene in less than two 
hours unless the track was torn up. 

The wires are in order along the railroad to 
Jellico, but no messages can be received or 
sent except on railroad business. The miners 
have a committee at every office with an 
operator of their own, who repeats everything 
to them which passes over the wires. 


WOULD NOT BE TURNED ASIDE. 


The Commander of the Knoxville Troops 

Harries on to the Front. 
. Kwoxvirie, Tenn., Aug. 18.—[Special,]—A 
dispatch from Hinton says that the Knoxville 
troops and the Sheriff’s posse had arrived 
there safely at 5:30 o’clock. At that point the 
train was boarded by Dr. H. G. Bailess, 
surgeon of the Third Regiment; Charles 
Alleman, Assistant Labor Commissioner; 
James K. Welch, and other ex- 
cited Knoxville citizens, who stated 
that it would be the wildest folly for 
the train to proceed to Coal Creek; that the 
track would be blown up by dynamite, and 
that the men would simply be riding into the 
jaws of death. Also that fully 500 miners 
were waiting along the line in squads of 
about 100. Maj. D. A. Carpenter, in charge 
of the citizens’ posse, listened attentively, and 
then. smiling grimly, said: Let's go on,” 
and they went. 

At 8 o’clock p. m. 700 soldiers and the Sher- 
iff’s posses from Memphis, Nashville, Mur- 
freesbofo, ete., fully equipped and carrying a 
Gatling gun, arrived in the city and were at 
once shipped to Clinton. 

C. C. Wood, a Quartermaster living at Mur- 
freesboro, was wounded. By some it is 
thought he was accidentally shot, while others 
say he committed suicide through fear of go- 
ing to the seat of war. Be this as it may, he

Not once, aside from 
this instance, did he repeat himself, and when 
he had occasion to cite figures he did it to a 
nicety, stating the exact number, and not 
round numbers which the average polit- 
ical speaker finds it so easy to roll 
off his tongue.

Mr. Higinbotham was not pleased quite so

As such he did excellent service in the interest 
of the Fair. But Mr. Peck has done more 
than this. He is a personal friend of Presi- 
dent Harrison. When, nearly two years ago, 
the President did not know whether he should 
issue to foreign nations an invitation to par- 
ticipate in the World’s Fair, Mr. Peck Was 
sent to the capital. He explained so clearly 
the financial status of the Exposition. com- 
pany that President Harrison issued the in- 
vitation. | 

Mr. Higinbotham and Mr. Peck made, of 
course, the usual speeches, Mr. Higinbotham 
let it be understoòd, though, that he might not 
be able to continue in his new office for any 


‘extended period. It may be remembered that 


he could have been elected President of the 
board last spring. He lined the office upon 
the advice of Marshall Field, with whom for a 
great number of years/he has been associated. 
He said at that tine: “I have for a long 
time tollowed Mr. Field’s advice. I have 
found it most valuable. For that reason I 
will follow his suggestions in this case. 


Has Made a Reputation. 


Mr. Higinbotham after his declination to 
ruu for the office of President was elected 
First Vice-President. He is Chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and Means. In that 
capacity he has made a reputation among Ex- 
position people for guarding jealously the in- 
terests of the stockholders, To the Commit- 
mittee on Ways and Means has been assigned 
the duty of dealing with those who wish to in- 
stall money-making enterprises on the Expo- 
sition grounds. He has done this with one 
motive in view and that, according to his own 
statement, was to see that every stockholder 
in the Exposition shall secure a return of 100 
cents for every dollar invested in stock.“ 

President Palmer, Commissioners St. Clair, 
Massey, Martindale, and others, as well as the 
chiefs of departments and Exposition officials 
generally, were giad to learn of Mr. Higin- 
botham’s preferment. All were equally unan- 
imous in commending Mr. Baker’s services to 
the Exposition. They credited him with solv-

man.

Mr. Higinbotham was seen last night. He 
said: “The position was offered to me and 
the directors urged my acceptance. I had no 
other alternative left but to accept. But if 
Mr. Field thinks that it is best that I resign, I 
shall be governed by his wish. I would not dis- 
regard his advice in a matter of this kind. 
I hope that Congress will recede from its 
present position and will allow us a semi-open 
Fair Sundays. By a semi-open Fair I mean 
that we close the Fair absolutely Sundays 
until 12 or 1 o’clock and then open the gates. 
Of course the machinery should not run, 
If we can arrange it 1 would like 
to utilize the two music buildings 
Sunday mornings.

Massey has accumulated a fortune. 

J. W. St. Clair lives in West Virginia, from 
which State he was formerly a member of 
Congress. He is a lawyer and has a 
large practice in the Supreme Court. 
He maintains an office in Washing- 
ton. Mr. St. Clair is prominent in 
the politics of his State. He was a delegate 
to the Democratic convention in this city.

Controller. He is a Democrat and a member 
of the Iroquois club. Mr. Schwab has aided 
many charitable enterprises and was one of 
the leading organizers of the Jewish Manual 
Training School.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE MARITANA., 


It Makes a New Era in Lake Shipbuilding 


—Chicago’s Advancement. ’ 

The new steamship Maritana, built by the 
Chicago Shipbuilding company on the Calu- 
met for the Minnesota Steamship company, 
was given its trial trip yesterday afternoon. 
It was noteworthy in that it marked a new 
era in lake shipbuilding, wherein Chicago is 
to take her proper place as one of the great 
shipbuilding points on the lakes. 

Originally the Chicago Shipbuilding com- 
pany was a branch of the Globe iron works of 
Cleveland, O. Last spring the controlling in- 
terest in the stock passed into Chicago hands, 

Emmons Blaine being elected President. Not 
long afterward the new company took from 
Buffalo shipyards the contract for a fine 
steamer to built for the America-Brazil 
syndicate. Work on this boat is now rapidly 
ing and she will be ready for service 

A dry dock 450 feet long, 125 2 
and thirty feet deep will 
completed at the opening of navigation next 
spring. Shops for the construction of boilers 
and engines, will be added to the plant by 
next spring and then everything pertaining to 
a first-class steel boat will be manufactured 
at the yard on the Calumet. A large amount 
of Chicago capital, estimated at over $1,000,- 
000, is now backing the enterprise. The com- 
pany declares that boats will be prcduced as 
cheaply and as economically on the Calumet 
as anywhere else in America. 

The contract for another steel steamer was 
announced yesterday. This boat will be for 
C. W. Elphicke & Co. and Arthur Orr. Iis 
dimensions are: Keel, feet; beam, 41 
feet; depth of hold, 24 feet 8 inches. The con- 
tract price 1s $175,000, and this will include an 
electric plant and all modern appliances. 
Two or three other contracts are now under 
consideration, and at least one of them will be 
closed before the week is over. This will in- 
sure active operations at the K during 
the coming winter.

Cuatranooea, Tenn., Aug. 18.—Gen. An- 
derson, in command of Coal Creek, is a vet- 
eran Confederate with a good war record; 
was for years the Captain of the Chickasaw 
Guards, and will fight to the last man. His 
command numbers about 175 men, armed 
with breech-losding Springfields, plenty of 
ammunition, and a Gatling gun and a howitz- 


er. 

At 9 o’clock this morhing the Second Regi- 
ment, made up of companies from West Ten- 
nessee, reached the city from Memphis under 
command of Brig.-Gen. Carnes, the com- 
mander of the State Guards, with Maj.-Gen. 
Allen, Brigadier-Quartermaster, and Maj. Har- 
ris, Brigade Commissary. The command was 
made up of Company A of Memphis, Capt. 
Kyle, 36 muskete; Company B, Memphis, 
Capt. wees 42 muskets; Company C, Jack- 
son, Capt. W. T. Harris, 39 muskets; Battery 
B, Memphis, Capt. W. P. Quimby, 29 mus- 
kets. latter company was recruited and 
mustered into the service yesterday after- 
noon, and, having no field pieces, were armed 
with muskets as an infantry command. 


An hour or two later a train from Nash- 


ville brought 130 men of the Second Regi- 
ment under the command of Col. H. S. Fox.

WILLING TO GIVE UP THE CONTRACT. 


The Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
Says Convict Labor Is Unprofitable. 

New Yorx, Aug. 18.—Thomas C. Platt, 
President of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company, said today that the local officers of 
that company were so busy yesterday that 
they had not had time to advise him as to the 
situation last night and he really knew no 
more than was printed in the morning news- 
papers. 

The trouble in that State, said Mr. Platt, 
is that the Governor has no power to call 
out the militia. All he can do is to call a 
special session of the Legislature and lay the 
matter before it. The Legislature can call 
out the militia; no one else in that State can 
doso. The militia organization in Tennessee 
is in a very weak condition, anyhow. I 
have no doubt but that Governor 
will do all he can in good faith to preserve 
law and order and to protect property. The 
prospects now are that we shall be able to get 
rid of this contract for prison labor. We 
have been anxious todo sofor some time, as it 
is unprofitable and the cause of great trouble. 
The company would be glad tosurrender the 
lease if it could do so. r. Baxter, the Vice- 
President of the company, said of it this 
week: I do not consider the contract of any 
value whatever to the company and its can- 
cellation would be a good thing. But the 
company does not want to embarrass the 
It is quite willing, however, to surren- 
der its lease at once. The company offered 
to do so at the last meeting of the Legislature.’ 
I concur in what Mr. Baxter said.“

Its purpose was not 
to elect Judges who were neither Republicans 
nor Democrats or Judges who had no polit- 
ical opinions, but to divide them equally 
without partisan struggle, so that Republican 
litigants could feel that there were Republic- 
an Judges on the bench and Democratic liti- 
gants share the same sentiment. The Demo- 
cratic machine has become dissatisfied with 
this.impartial arrangement and demands a 
partisan bench, the Judges of which shall be 
all of one party and of their party. What is 
the reason of this sudden change of a plan 
which has worked admirably for years past 
and which has given general public satisfac. 
tion? Simply that the Democratic machine, 
believing they control a majority of the 
votes in the county, propose to grab 
all the Judgeships and put the bench 
in control of partisaa Democrats. If 
they did not entertain this belief they would 
have been eager tc continue the old non-par- 
tisan plan and would have been the first to 
make the proposition. Now they want to go 
ahead and make all the Judges of one party, 
so that every Republican who goes into court 
as a plaintiff or defendant against a Demo- 
crat must be tried before a partisan Demo- 
cratic Judge, chosen because he was a parti. 
san Democrat und not on account of his legal 
ability or his judicial impartiality. 

How do the voters of Cook County like such 
an unjust proposition as this? How do they 
like the possibility of a judicial bench com- 
posed exclusively of partisans, as it will be if 
the Democratic machine is successful? The 
matter is a serious one and au important duty 
has now been forced on the Republicans.

CHIEF ENGINEER WILLIAMS’ RIDICULOUS 
ARGUMENT. 

The Drainage Board has decided to adver- 
tise for a double set of bids for the excavation 
of the six miles of drainage channel between 
Willow Springs and Summit, ene set to be for 
a channel fourteen feet deep of flowing water, 
with a capacity of 300,000 cubic feet a minute, 
and the other eighteen feet deep of flowing 
water, with a capacity for 600,000 cubic feet. 
It was claimed by Cooley and his assistants 
that the double-capacity ditch would cost but 
a trifle more than the half-size one. Some of 
the Trustees were of a different opinion and 
brought forward facts to prove the error of 
Cooley’s assertions. Therefore it was agreed 
as a compromise to advertise for the two 
channels, one of 600,000 and the other of 300,- 
000 feet discharge capacity, and decide which 


to make after getting the bids. This is a sen- 


sible course and looks like a partial abandon- 
ment of the policy of “ go it blind,” regara- 
less of expense, which the board has pursued 
hitherto. 

Mr. Cooley was in favor of the double-capa- 
city channel, and so too, of course, was his 
factotum, Chief Engineer Williams. The 
latter put forth some very weak arguments in 
behalf of the 600,000-foot excavation. The 
law says, referring to that part of the channel 
made through the clay with a 300,000-foot 
capacity, that when the populaiion of the 
drainage district exceeds a million and a halt 
that channel shall be made and kept of such 
size and in such condition that it will produce 
and maintain a continuous flow of not less 
than 20,000 cubic feet of water per minute for 
each 100,000 of the population.” That is, 
when the populatron of the district gets to be 
1,600,000 the channel must be enlarged slightly 

80 as to pass 320,000 cubic feet. When it gets 
to be 1,800,000 it must be enlarged to pass 
360,000 feet. When it reaches two millions. 
400,000 feet, etc. |

says that the school census just taken shows a

In the first place the school census is a pad- 
ded one, and not official so far as the State is 
concerned. The only census known to the 
laws of Illinois, except for certain school pur- 
poses, is the decennial Federal census. That 
census, taken in 1890, gave’ the population of 
the drainage district at a little over a million, 
and its figures are the only official ones which 
can be used until the census of 1900 has been 
taken, and the result announced in 1901. It 
makes no difference what figures may be 
furnished in the meantime by city 
directories or School Board canvassers. 
The drainage law does not require 
a channel of more than 300, 000 cubic 
feet capacity until after the next Federal cen- 
sus shows it is needed. So all these calcula- 
tions, based on the padded school census, as 
to how many people there will be here in 1896 
are moonshine. It all depends on how many 


will be here in 1900, as shown officially by the | 


Federal enumeration. Thus it is nine years 
ahead before the sufficiency of a 300,000 cubic 
feet capacity can be called in question. 

When the result of the next Federal census 
is made known in 1901 it may show more than 
1,500,000 people in the sanitary district. In 
that case it may be necessary to enlarge that 
six miles of the channel py dredging, unless 
the Legislature repeals that provision of the 
law requiring it. If by 1901 the Trustees have 
cut a channel with a capacity of 300,000 cubic 
feet the effect of that dilution will beso 
marked and sufficient in this city and im the 
Illinois Valley that no reasonable person will 
think of asking for an enlargement of the 
channel, 

Furthermore, by that time the people in the 
Calumet regien, which will have increased 
largely in population, will be agitating the 
ques ion of cutting a separate channel by way 
of the Sag along the old canal feeder to get 
rid of their sewage. And as a preliminary 
step they may ask the Legislature to detach . 
from the Chicago Drainage district and annex 
to the Calumet one all the territory north of 
Eighty-seventh street which will drain by 
gravity into this channel, thus lessening the 
number of people fm the northern district. 
That line would probably be north of Seventy- 
ninth street. 

The Trustees would have committed a gross 
blunder had they paid any attention to Mr. 
Williams and his school census. When the 
bids are opened and they see how much they 
willsave by building the smaller channel 
they will be very thankful that they did not 
listen to his extravagance and foolishness. 


WHERE THE DEMOCRATS ARE “AT” ON 
THE TARIFF. 

For the first time in its party existence 
the Democratic party has tendered its nation- 
al opponent a fair and square free trade issue. 
Ever since the days of John C. Calhoun the 
Democratic party, especially in the South, has 


been deeply tainted with free tradeism. From 


the South the taint spread into the West, and 
of late years it has extended eastward, until 
now there is scarcely a township or precinct 
in which the advocates of free trade among 
the Democrats do not outnumber the tariff 
reform Democrats. 

For a long time the tariff reformers ” 
composed the majority of the Democrats in 
all the Eastern States, and were a strong mi- 
nority in the Western States and in some 
spotsin the South. But all this has been 
greatly changed since 1890. The President ial 
elections of 1884 and 1888 were waged by the 
Democrats on platforms which upheld the 
‘protective principle in practice, while looking 
toward free trade in theory. Hence those 
platforms were justly called tariff straddle 
planks,“ but they united all factions of the 
party in behalf of the Democratic ticket. The 
Randall protectionists, the mugwump “ tariff 
reformers,“ and the free traders each found 
some clauses or phrases in their tariff straddle 
platform to suit them, and they all acted to- 
gether in those campaigns and on the election 
day. 

But the result of the election of 1890 gave 
the free traders an enormous impetus and 
filled them with high hopes. The election of 
that year was fought on the McKinley bill is- 
sue. That bill had increased the duties of 
the previous high protective tariff on many 
articles, which displeased a great number of 
Republicans who thought the previous duties 
were high enough. The election of Novem- 
ber, 1890, turned mainly on indorsing the 
votes of those members who had voted for the 
additions to the tariff of 1883. They num- 
bered 176 Republicans to 156 Democrats who 
voted against the McKinley bill. The appeal 
to the people resulted in the election of 85 
Republicans, 239 Democrats, and 8 Alliance 
men. 

From that day forward the free trade ele- 
ment of the Democratic party proclaimed in 
strident tones that the result of the election 
of 1890 was not only a condemnation of the 
increases of duty under the McKinley bili but 
was also a popular indorsement of the free 
trade principle; that it was a popular demand 
for an abolition of all protection and a substi- 
tution of the British system of free trade in all 
products which coinpeted against European 
manufacturers. Since that election they 
have scouted the doctrine of “tariff re. 
form“ because tariff reform” only meant 
a reduction of protective duties when they 
were immoderate and higher than fair protec- 
tion needed. The tariff reformers” only 
aimed at changing the tariffin the direction 
of the reform tariff act of 1883, by lowering 
existing duties, buf going some farther in 
making reductions than ſt did. Tariff reform- 
ers were simply moderate protectionists. 

The radical free traders were so elated over 
the result of the election of 1890, with its over- 

whelming popular condemnation of the Mo- 
Kinley bill which had “reformed” the tariff 
upwards instead of downwards, and so confi- 
dent of popular support did they become that 
they called for the abolition of all protection 
as a party measure. They impressed their 
views so strongly on their party that they suc- 
ceeded in electing almost two-thirds of the 
delegates to the late Chicagu convention, And 
in that convention they knocked out by a 
nearly two-thirds majority the tariff reform 
plank which the Platform committee had re- 
ported to the convention for adoption, and 
substituted a straight ultra free trade plank, 
which reads as follows: 

The Democratic National convention adopted 
as its tariff platform in Chicago, June 22, 1892: 

We denounce Republican protection as a fraud, 
a robbery of the great majority of the American 
people for the benefit of the few. We declare it 
to be a fundamental principle of the Democratic 
party that the Federal Government has no consti- 
tutional power to impose and collect tariff duties 
EXCEPT FOR THE PURPOSES OF REVENUE 
ONLY, and we demand that the collection of such 
taxes shail be limited to the necessities of the 
government when honestly and economically ad- 
ministered. 

Here, then, is the great issue before the 
American people to be voted on next Novem- 
ber. The McKinley bill is a mere incident of 
the issue, and, like “‘tariff reform,“ has been 
pushed out of sight by the greater issue of 
free trade. To reform the tariff by reducing 
excessive duties to moderate ones is no longer 
the Democratic aim or object. They have 
ceased to bother their neads about what de- 
gree of reductions of protective duties should 
be made, They strike lower. Their avowed 


purpose now is repeal of all statutory protec-

GERMANY FINDS SOME TRICHINZ. 


Secretary Rusk Says They Can't Be in Gov- 
. ernment Inspected Meat. 
Bern, Aug. 18.—Orders have been issued 
by the Ministers of the Interior, | Agricul- 
ture, and Medical Affairs declaring 
that inasmuch as examination proves 
that many American hams and sides of bacon 
contain trichina, imports of such provisions 
must not be placed upon public sale here un- 
less they have been examined by the Prussian 
authorities. 
Secretary Rusk, seen at the Grand Pacific, said: 
„Wo have not been officially notifled that any 
hams or bacon bearing our Government cer- 
tificate of inspection contaihed any trichins. 
There have been meats which did not bear the 
government stainp but were certified some of 
the German Consuls in the United States, 
which have pa into Germany. They aro 
doubtless those alluded to in the dispatch. 
We have been unable to meet the demand in Ger- 
many for our inspected meats. They'sell for 50 
cents a hundred pounds higher than the unin- 
spected article, Germany has never réfused our 


tion. 

England has recently asked for our inspected 
meats. The probabilities are that a great trade 
will be “built up there in American inspected 
meats. We sell our inspected meats now in near- 
ly all nations. There are no prohibitions. Spain 
was the last nation to take off restrictions. 
We propose now to meet that new and enormous 
demand for our inspected meats. We will in 
increasing the inspection service Oct. 1. In- 
spection bureaus are now working in Chi- 
cago, New York, Milwaukee, Omaha, Kansas City, 
Nebraska City, and Boston, We will extend the

ON THE WAY TO SPRINGFIELD. 


Frequent Addresses by Mr. Reid to Large 
Crowds at Stations. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—It 
did not take Whitelaw Reid and Congressman 
Julius C. Burrows and Chairman Clark’s es- 
cort party long to get acquainted after the 
special train bound for Springfield pulled out 
of the Union Depot. By the time the special 
clattered across the network of tracks at 
Eighteenth street which the Chicago and Al- 
ton intersects all the confusion caused by the 
hasty departure had subsided and the distin- 
guished visitors were being enlightened on 
Illinois politics by Chairman Clark, Judge 
Messick, Collector Mamer, Mr. Al- 
drich, and other Illinois statesmen aboard 
the private Pullman car Cleopatra.

SprineFietp, III., Aug. 18.—[Speéial.]— 
Whitelaw Reid in discussing the Presidential 
contest now in progress between the two great 
political parties with a correspondent of Tux 
Tribune this morning on the special train 
expressed himself as confident of Republican 
success. It was also clear from the tenor of 
his talk that he realizes the fight is a hard one 
and that each step in the campaign will be 
closely contested. While he does not say that 
success is possible without the Electoral vote 
of New York, his remarks clearly in- 
dicate that he has made up his 
mind that the Empire State wiil be the 
fighting ground.

“The existence of the Republican party 
covers a period of thirty-six years, and the 
State was carried for Fremont in 1856 with 
this record. It looks much like a Republican 
State, but it will not do to be overconfident 
and the Repulicans must be careful and see 
that each Republican vote is cast for the 
ticket and counted in the column in which it 
belongs. Horatio Seymour was first 
Democrat to carry the State on a national 
ticket after the organization of the Republican

TO CONSIDER CREMATORY BIDS. 


The Finance Committee to Take Up the 
Matter This Afternoon, 

The Finance committee will consider the 
bids for the proposed city garbage crema- 
tories at its meeting this afternoon. The bid- 
ders and their proposals were published in 
Tas Trisuns Wednesday. The bids are only 
indirectly for contracts, the proposition being 
that the city shall have the privilege of buying 
the furnace that it likes or of making a con- 
tract for its use. Commussioner Ware believes 
that all the bids are from responsible persons. 
No iron-grate crematories are entered for con- 
sideration. All are of fire brick. 

Surprise has been expressed at the low bid 
made by C.W. Dougherty & Co. of New York, 
25 cents a ton, and their ability to do the work 
dem anded at that price has been questioned. 
This firm’s crematory has been used satis- 
factorily for two years at Newark, N. J., but 
only for the burning of nightsoil. The ad- 
vertisement for bids called for a crematory 
that would reduce garbage mixed with ashes, 
and no bid for a furnace will be considered 
that does not comply with this specification. 

It is probable that two or three of the bids 
will be accepted, so that the contriv- 
ances of two or three firms shall 
be tested. The period of the contract 
is only three months. This will 
be sufficient time for the test indicated. 

Dr. Ware is of the opinion that the result of 
the test will insure for the city suitable cre- 
matories for next year. In this connection it 
may be stated that Dr. Ware is in communi- 
cation with people at Cobden, in this State, in 
reference to the baling of stable manure. 
The Cobden people agree to bale and dispose 
of it free of charge if delivered to them at 
certain points within thecity limits. An ordi- 
nance on the subject is likely to be introduced 
as soon as the Council meets.

Davenport, Ia., Aug. 18.—[ Special. — The 
Democratic State nvention today nomi- 
nated a full State ticket and announced that 
the Democracy of Iowa spurns fusion with the 
People’s party and proposes to make a straight- 
out fight this fall. The platform adopted by 
the convention is a lengthy document, but it 
follows the well-known lines of similar utter- 
ances by that party in previous campaigns in 
this State. It omitted, however, to refer to 
the attitude of the Republican platforin this 
year on prohibition. The ticket is composed 
largely of new men and men who have not 
hitherto taken much prominence in Iowa pol- 
itics outside their own localities. 

Senator Kent, the nominee for Railroad 
Commissioner, is possibly the best known of 
the list, and he has considerable acquaintance 
through his legislative experience. His nom- 
ination was atriumph of the element favor- 


ing liberal treatment of railroads. J. H. Me- 


Conlogue, the nominee for Secretary of State, 
isa young Irishman, and Senator Dodge in 
indorsing him said: **The very genius of De- 
mocfacy echoes in his name, Mack.“ He is an 
attorney of quite a little local reputation. His 
nomination was a foregone conclusion after 
Representative Richman refused to run. 

Up to the assembling of the convention this 
morning it was generally conceded tnat W. L. 


White, who was the candidate for Treasurer 


two years ago, had a certainty of a renomina- 
tion, but the friends of Mr. Ruegnitz had 
been working, and when Col. Eiboeck of Des 
Moines got up in the convention and pleaded 
for his nomination on the score of recogni- 
tion of the Germans that settled it. The bal- 
ance of the ticket was practically decided 
upon last night, and the convention simply in- 
dorsed it. : 

The convention was without incident. The 
prayer offered by the Rev. M. A. Johnson, 
rector of Trinity Church of this city, was a 
gem in its way. The reverend gentlemen had 
the petition written and read it while the del- 
egates listened attentively. It was a strong 
appeal to a higher power to give the Demo- 
cratic party success, and when the prayer was 
ended the delegates raised such a storm of 
applause that the Chairman was compelled to 

the house to order. 

Davenport did its best to entertain the con- 
vention, and is certainly deserving of credit 
for the way in which the crowds were cared 
for. Everywhere Cleveland and Stevenson 
flags were flying. and 
Reid flag in sight waved in front of the post- 
office today. This flag wasn’t there yester- 
day, for, it is said, an overzealous Democrat 
suggested that it be taken down until the con- 
vention was over. This was done, but later 
in the day the Democratic leaders, learning of 
this fact, visited the Postmaster and asked 
that the flag be hoisted again. This was 
done, and the flag has waved there all day.

were protected and their wages “raised’’ down 
at Homestead, a few days ago; men who were 
employed in an industry that receives the great- 
est possible protection under the McKinley bill. 
When the workingmen dared to plead their 
wages be reduced no lower, they were met with a 
band of Pinkerton assassins. 

There is another class of laborers the Repub- 
lican party made many promises to under the 
McKinley bill.

in power, and keep the machinery of our govern- 
ment under their control for partisan purposes. 

The address of Chairinan Ward was well 
received, and in spite of the hot weather the 
delegates took time from waving their fans to 
frequently applaud his different points. The 
tariff discussion called for applause, but the 
statement that prohibition was an issue in 
Iowa which the Democrats should not allow 
to pass unnoticed received the strongest man- 
ifestations of approval. While the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions was preparing its report 
the con vention proceeded to the selection of a 
State ticket.

Sketches of the Candidates.

BRADLEY IS NAMED TO SUCCEED RYDER. 


The Copenhagen Consul Must Go—Ship- 
ments of Money West. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Speciai. }— 
Secretary Halford received a large mail from 
Loon Lake today, including a number of ap- 
point ments, most of them of minor impor- 
tance, bearing the President's signature. 
Probably the most important appointment, 
however, was that of William Harrison Brad- 
ley of IIlinois, now representing the United 
States at Nice, to succeed Consul Ryder at 
Copenhagen. By this displacement it is ap- 

arent that the State Department officials 

ave despaired of making an honorable dis- 
position of Consul Ryder, who has held the 
position vacated by the latest order for nearly 
a score of years. 

Heavy shipments of notes of small denomina- 
tions tothe South and West for use in the 
usual movement of crops are reported at the 
Treasury Department. Demand for these 
small notes has been heavy for weeks past and 
bids fair to continue for some time. Ship- 
meuts from New York during the iast few 
days aggregated over $2,250,000, mostiy in 
denominations of $1, $2, 35, and $10 notes. 
Ample provision has been made, however. by 
the Treasury Department to meet all require- 
ments, and it will forward small notes of any 
denomination required to any part of the 
country where needed at the usual govern- 
ment rate of transportation, 

Hereafter United States Consuls abroad will 
have to be their own messengers, for in a 
spasm of economy during the last session of 
Congress $35,000 was lopped off from the 
Diplomatic and Consular Appropriation bill. 
There are three or fvur important places 
where messengers to Consuls get good pay, 
notably Havana, London, and Liverpool, the 
salary averaging about $1, per annum, 
Under the guise of messengers these salaries 
have been -paid to persons acting as Vice- 
Consuls. 


STRONG CASE BY BERING ARBITRATORS. 


The Arguments to Be Presented Are Com- 
prehensive and Convincing. 

Waeuineton, D. C., Aug. 18.—[ Special.] 
Government officials who have been permitted 
to see the argument which will be presented 
by this country before the Bering Sea arbi- 
trators are very much elated over the outlook 
for a decision favorable te the United States. 
Their hopes are based upon the character of 
the argument to be made on the part of this 
country. The case of the United States is 
now completed. Probably never before in 
the history of this government has there been 
such a comprehensive, able, and complete 
setting forth of a country’s claim for its rights 
as the case which will be 1322 to the 
Bering Sea arbitrators. t has required 
months to prepare, and represents a summary 
of every event which has ever occurred in con- 
nection with the history of Bering Sea. The 
ease is set forth in a printed document of 
great length. It deals with every phase of 
every question relatmg to Bering Sea. lt re- 
lates the history of Alaska and its acquisition 
by the United States, and goes into details of 
topography and geography. There is alengthy 
dissertation on natural history and the place 
which the fur bearing seal holds in that study. 
In fact, every subject which could have any 

ossible bearing upon the question at issue 

as been discussea with that thoroughness 


which comes of patient and intelligent re- 


search.

CUNVENTION ADOPTS 
RESOLUTIONS, 


MISSOURI 


Classification and the Use of Liquor License 
Fees for Road Purposes Suggested — 
Would Also Loan the State’s Credit to 
Counties — Machinery Tested — Frank 
Perry Smothered by Black-Damp in a 
Well Near. Jackson, Mich. — General 
News of the Northwest. 


Curituicotrue Mo., Aug. 18.—[Special.]}—The | 


third day’s meeting of the State Road Im- 
provement convention has been largely at- 
tended and the competition in actual road 
building has been spirited. The morning ses- 
sion consisted mainly in hearing the report of 
the committee uppointed to receive sugges- 
tions in regard to the present road laws and 
amendments that might be suggested looking 
to the better condition of the roads. Con- 
siderable discussion followed the reading of 
the report, but it was finally adopted. ‘The 
report is appended : | 

We recommend that roads be classified into 
three grades or classes. Macadam, gravel or 
turnpike roads shall be of the first class. Well 
graded or thoroughly drained dirt roads shall be 
of the second cidss, and ordinary ditched or 
raded dirt roads shall be of the third ces. 

oads of the first-class shall be constructed in 
sections of not less than one mile in length, upoa 
the petition of a majority of the property-owners 
abutting the same and not less than 25 per cent of 
the costs thereof to be paid by said property- 
owners or by vo sar | subscription. 
Roads of the second a third 
to de duilt entirely at the cost 
of the county. Congressional District or munici- 
pal towns, as nearly as practicable, shall consti- 
tute road districts, and roads shall be as nearly 
as practicable located on sectional or subdi- 
visional lines, and when not practicable on these 


lines then according te the geographical features 


of the county, and each district shall be in the 
charge of and under the control of a roadmaster 
or employé of the county, who shall be employed 
by and under the control of the County Court. 

We recommend that ali the dramshop licenses 
be diverted to the road fund of the respective 
counties in which they are collected; that the 
county courts, in addition toa poll tax, be au- 
thorized by law to levy and collect a direct tax 
upon the property of the county not exceeding 
50 cents on the $100, to be applied to the construc- 
tion of roads of the second and third classes, and 
to ievy and collect such special tax for the con- 
struction of roads of the first class as the voters 
of the county or any road, district, or districts 
thereof may by a vote for that purpose determine; 
the amount of such tax ing within the 
limit now permitted by the Constitution. Wea 
would further call the attention of our lawmakers 
to the enormous amount of money annually ex- 
pended by our State and the various counties 
thereof in the payment in cost of criminal cases, 
and would recommend that our laws in relation 
to the matter bs so amended as to exempt the 
State from the payment of any costs in criminal 
cases except for tne services of officers, and that 
the money so saved to the State, together with 
the tax derived from foreign corporations, be 
diverted into a general road fund to be distrib- 
uted to the various counties of the State. 

In view of the difficulty of raising money in the 
various counties by direct taxation wherewith to 
build roads, we submit to this convention the 
proposition of loaning the credit of the State to 
the various counties to the extent of 10 per cent 
of the assessed value of the property in said 
conuty in the way of a bonded indebtedness for 
the purpose of building said roads, and a submis- 
sion of an amendment to our Constitation to ac- 
complish that end. 

Scrapers, ditchers, loaders, rollers, and in 
fact all the road machinery have been giving 
exhibitions today in the Gumbo bottoms o 
the Grand River. The ground being in excel- 
lent condition and with experts to handle the 
machimery the work performed is all that 
could be wished.

FOUND DEATH IN A WELL, 


Frank Perry Smothered by Black Damp— 
Another Almost Killed. 

Jackson, Mich., Aug. 18.—([Special.}— 
Frank Perry was smothered by black damp 
this forenoon in a well sixteen feet deep on 
the farm of Joseph Butler, in Woodville, 
three miles west of this city. Perry, Butler, 
and David Graham were repairing a wind- 
mill, and Perry went down into the well to fix 
a guy wire. The moment he reached the bot- 
tom he fell over motionless. They called to 
him but received no reply. A rope was tied 
around David Graham and he started to 
go down but before he was ten feet down his 
head lay over on his shoulder. He was 
quickly pulled out but was in a critical condi- 
tion and twenty minutes elapsed before they 
could restore respiration. Perry was dead 
within a minute after he descended in the 
well. The gas came from the Standard coal 
mine, which is located on the farm and was 
flooded with water a few days since. Perry 
was but 24 years old. 


Weather Conditions in Illinois for a Month. 

SPRINGFIELD) III., Aug. 18.—The weather bu- 
reau issues this bulletin: The mean atmospheric 
pressure for the month was 90.05 inches. The 
mean temperature, 74.3°, is 1.6° below the normal 
of the last seventeen years. The highest monthly 
meau was 77.7, at McLeansboro; the lowest 
monthly mean was 69.5°, at Fort Sheridan; maxi- 
mum, 107°, at McLeansboro, 25th: minimum, 4’, 
at Philo, ist.
